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Reasons for Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With regard to independent claim 1, as the closest reference of record, Sudo et al (US 
6,252,319) discloses a chucking apparatus disposed on a rotor-side receiving surface of a spindle 
motor, said chucking apparatus comprising: a hub body having a dish-like shape; a plurality of pawl 
bodies are provided in a radial direction of said a hub body of said rotor-side receiving surface of 
said spindle motor such that said pawl bodies can move, and a center hole of a disk is pressed by 
said pawl bodies to hold said disk; a resilient member for biasing said pawl bodies outward of said 
hub body, wherein: each of said pawl bodies includes a pawl portion which comes into contact with 
said disk, and a pawl-side stopper for limiting outward movement of said pawl bodies caused by 
said resilient member, for each of said pawl bodies, said hub body includes a pawl opening through 
which said pawl portion can project outward, and a hub-side stopper which abuts against said pawl- 
side stopper, and for each of said pawl bodies, but fails to show the contact surface of a lower end 
of said pawl body with said rotor-side receiving surface of an arc shape. 

• Applicant asserts; an object of the present invention is to provide a chucking apparatus 
which can be reduced in thickness and size and capable of smoothly sliding a pawl body into a hub 
body, and capable of reducing a load when a disk is inserted ( Specification, p. 2).
